EDUCATION AND ARTIST TRAINING AT TAFELMUSIK 


Tafelmusik’s vision is to be an international centre of musical excellence for generations 
to come. Dedicated to ongoing music education for music-lovers of all ages, 
Tafelmusik is committed to providing educational programs to students and teachers 
nationally and internationally, as well as offering advanced training opportunities for 
pre-professional and professional musicians. 


This year the Faculty of Music at the University of Toronto and Tafelmusik introduced 
a new, intensive one-year full-time accredited program offering students an Advanced 
Certificate in Performance — Baroque Program. This program offers graduate-level 
students the opportunity for intensive immersion in baroque performance training 
on period instruments. This program is part of Tafelmusik’s ongoing partnership with 
the University of Toronto, where Tafelmusik is now in its third term as the Baroque 
Orchestra-in-Residence. 


Five students have been undertaking private lessons, masterclasses and chamber 
ensemble coaching, sitting in on Tafelmusik rehearsals and concerts, and generally 
immersing themselves in period performance. Today’s concert represents a culmination 
of the orchestral portion of their training. 


While completing a Bachelor of Arts in Music at the University of Western Ontario, 
Sara-Anne Churchill developed an intense interest in early keyboard instruments 
and performance practice. This interest led her to enrol in the Masters of Arts in 
Musicology at UWO, which she completed in June 2006 with a thesis on a neglected 
French harpsichord continuo treatise. An article based on her thesis was recently 
published in Performance Practice Review. A native of Nova Scotia, Sara is currently 
completing her first performance degree and is hoping to remain in Toronto for 
further study next year. 


Christina Hutten grew up near Hamilton, Ontario. She received her Honours BMus 
from Wilfrid Laurier University in Waterloo, where she studied piano with Leslie 
De’Ath and organ with Marlin Nagtegaal. In the summer of 2006, she traveled to 
the Netherlands to participate in the academy of the Haarlem International Organ 
Festival. She was one of only 16 students selected from more than 100 participants 
to perform at the festival’s closing concert on the organ of the Grote of St. Bavo in 
Haarlem. Christina plans to begin a MMus in organ and harpsichord performance at 
Arizona State University next year. 


While completing her Bachelor of Music degree in viola performance at U of T, 
Stephanie Mark was introduced to the world of early music when she found herself in 
Ivars Taurins’ baroque orchestra class by chance. After two summers at the Tafelmusik 
Baroque Summer Institute, her curiosity revealed a passion for early music. She feels 
very fortunate to be working intensely with the Tafelmusik Baroque Orchestra this 
year and is excited about everything she is learning. Next year, she hopes to continue 
her baroque violin studies at the Royal Conservatory in The Hague. 


A native of New Brunswick, violinist Sara Mills has been studying and performing 
violin throughout Canada for several years. She was the winner of Memorial 
University’s 1919 “Pilat” violin competition and led the Memorial University 
Chamber Orchestra as concertmaster during their 2004-2006 seasons. Together 
with the orchestra, Sara has been invited to perform at the “Peterhof International 
Music Festival” in Russia in May 2007. Sara completed a Bachelor of Music degree 
at the University of Ottawa and a Master of Music in Performance and Pedagogy at 
Memorial University of Newfoundland where she studied with Nancy Dahn. 


A recipient of the Margarita Heron Pine String Prize and the Beryl Barns Graduate 
Scholarship, cellist Kerri McGonigle graduated with a Masters of Music degree 
in cello performance from the University of Alberta. While studying in Paris, she 
won Premier Prix with unanimous distinction in violoncello and chamber music 
from the Gennevilliers Conservatory. Kerri is based in Toronto and performs 
regularly as a recitalist, chamber musician and orchestral cellist, recently playing 
with the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra, Alberta Baroque Ensemble, Thunder 
Bay Symphony Orchestra, Windsor Symphony Orchestra and the Northern Lights 
Music Festival in Ajijic, Mexico.

TAFELMUSIK BAROQUE ORCHESTRA 


Hailed as “one of the world’s top baroque orchestras” by Gramophone, Tafelmusik 
was founded by Kenneth Solway and Susan Graves in 1979. Under the inspired 
leadership of Music Director Jeanne Lamon since 1981, Tafelmusik has achieved 
international recognition for its concerts and recordings. The ensemble has seventeen 
core members and is expanded as the need arises. 


Tafelmusik’s success has taken it around the world, with regular tours across North 
America, Europe, and Asia. This season’s touring schedule includes performances in 
Europe, the U.S., Western Canada, Ontario and Quebec. Next season, the orchestra 
will undertake tours of Germany, Asia and Ontario, as well as two U.S. tours. 


Tafelmusik performs over 50 concerts each season at its home base, the historic 
Trinity-St. Paul’s Centre in downtown Toronto. It also presents a three-concert series 
at the George Weston Recital Hall, and presents community concerts in various 
Toronto venues. The Tafelmusik Orchestra and Chamber Choir have a long-standing 
partnership with Canada’s baroque theatre company, Opera Atelier. 


Tafelmusik is the Baroque Orchestra-in-Residence at the University of Toronto, 
which is also home to the annual Tafelmusik Baroque Summer Institute, an intensive 
2-week training programme for senior students, pre-professional and professional 
musicians. ‘This season’s Institute takes place June 1-14, 2007. 


Tafelmusik has released 74 CDs on the Analekta, Sony Classical, CBC Records, 
BMG Classics, Hyperion and Collegium labels, and has been awarded numerous 
international recording prizes, including nine Junos. Its newest CD is Mozart 
Symphonies 40 & 41, conducted by Bruno Weil and released in Canada by Analekta, 
and in Europe and Asia by Sony BMG on the Deutsche Harmonia Mundi label. 


JEANNE LAMON 


Music Director of Tafelmusik since 1981, violinist Jeanne Lamon has been praised 
by critics in Europe and North America for her strong musical leadership. In 
addition to performing with and directing Tafelmusik, Ms. Lamon regularly guest 
directs symphony orchestras in North America and abroad. Upcoming and recent 
engagements include the Detroit Symphony, l’Orchestre Métropolitain (Montreal), 
Les Violons du Roy, Victoria Symphony and Symphony Nova Scotia. Jeanne has won 
numerous awards for her work with Tafelmusik, including the Prix Alliance from 
the Alliance Frangaise, the 1997 M. Joan Chalmers Award for Artistic Direction, an 
honorary Doctorate of Letters from York University, and the prestigious Molson Prize 
from the Canada Council for the Arts. In 2000, Jeanne was appointed a Member of 
the Order of Canada in recognition of her work with Tafelmusik. In 2003 she was 
named “Musician of the Year” by her peers at the Toronto Musicians’ Association, a 
prize previously awarded to Oscar Peterson and the Barenaked Ladies! Most recently, 
she was the 2006 recipient of the Roy Thomson Hall Award of Recognition. Jeanne 
is passionate about teaching young professionals, which she does at the University of 
Toronto and at the Glenn Gould Professional School of the Royal Conservatory of 
Music.
